The wallet con- 
taining the 13000 was left lying at a 
desk, while he stepped to the telephone 
in response to a call. 


Two minutes later, when he stepped 
back to the desk, the wallet was miss- 
ing. In the meantime, th^ee negroes 
had been In the bank, one of them en- 
tering to get change for a small bill. 
Search was made for the negroes, buc 
they had made their escape. 


Sunday the wallet, with all the pa- 
pers intact and some money, which 
was in a false pocket in the wallet, 
was found In a cornfield on the out- 
skirts of the city. The theft was kept 
quiet with the hope of rounding up 
the negroes at a negro camp meeting, 
but the men wanted were not there.

Sphinx are the officials of the Trades- 
men's 
National bank, 324 Chestnui 
street, concerning the mysterious dis- 
appearance of a large sum ^of money 
from the counting room of the institu 
tiori on Thursday of last week.

amount is said to be |15,000. 


Because of this positive refusal to 
explain and the further instructions 
of silence to every employe In the in- 
stitution, it was impossible to obtain 
the deUils. But from other sources It 
WHS learned that the receiving teller 
on Thursday counted the funds whigh 
remained in his hands at the close of 
business, 
preparatory to turning It 
over to the paying teller, who In turn 
was to have counted it and placed It 
away In the vault, Leaving his desk 
for a brief apace of time, the teller re- 
turned, and Is said to have given, or 
believed he was giving to the other 
teller the amount counted with an at- 
tached memorandum, showing the sum 
in each package with the figures to- 
taled. When the latter made his usual 
check, to the surprise of both men, the 
discrepancy of a large amount, said to 
be $15,000, was found. After a second 
and third count and a thorough search 
a report was made of the transaction, 
which caused consternation among the 
clerical force. 


So far as known, no one entered the 
bank during the interim, and, In fact, 
since no one within the bank Is sus 
pected of abstracting the money during 
the teller's temporary 
absence, the» 
transaction remains the deepest sorJ 
of a mystery.

Oil Trust's Big Fine Set Aside. 


Following the unanimous daclsion of 
Judges Grosscup, Seaman and Baker, 
who compose the United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals at Chicago, re- 
versing and remanding the caiib of 
the government against the Standard 
Oil company, of Indiana, in which case 
Judge Landls In the district court had 
Imposed a fine of $29,240,000, the fed- 
eral attorneys announced that the gov- 
ernment had thirty days within which 
to file a petition for a rehearing, and 
that it would be filed within the allot- 
ted period. In the case that was re- 
versed the Standard Oil company, of 
Indiana, was found guilty of accepting 
rebates on shipments of oil from its 
refinery at Whiting. Ind., to East St, 
Louis, III. Judge Landls fined the com- 
pany $20,000 on each of 1462 counts, 
each 
count 
reprc-jdUting a 
carload 
shipment. 


The opinion of three Judges of the 
higher court leaves little of the con- 
tention that each carload constituted 
a separate offense. Even the various 
shipments, of which there were about 
500, could not be considered as sep- 
arate offenses under the ruling of the 
court of appeals. -The maximum fine 
on this basis would abount to $720,OUO 
and tho minimum $36,000. It is said 
that $223,000 Is tho total amount the 
Standard Oil company is alleged to 
have received as rebates on the ship- 
ments In question. 


Death of Bishop Potter. 


Henry Codman Potter, seventh Pro- 
testant Episcopal bisliop of the diocese 
of New York, died at Fernleigh, his 
summer home at Cooperstown, N. Y., 
after an Illness of several weeks. The 
end was peaceful and quiet. The pre- 
late was seventy-four years old. 


Death was due primarily to embol- 
ism of the right leg, following a long 
attack of liver and stomach trouble, 
and the end had been foreseen for 
several days by the bishop's physi- 
cians, Bishop Potter suffered a severe 
relapse Monday, and though oxygen 
was given, his decline was gradual, 
and

Thrown From Boat and Drowned. 
Oswego, N. Y., July 2S.<—Two young 
women, Miss Theresa Parker, of Os­ 
wego, and Miss Millie Sutton, of New­ 
ark, N. J., were drowned in the Oswego 
river here as the result of a peculiar 
motorboat accident. The young women 
who lost their lives were of a parly 
of seven, three men and four women, 
who went out on the river in a motor­ 
boat.

— Leonard 
Hall, the fifteen-year-old son of Elder 
Joseph Hall, a Baptist preacher at 
Hillard, committed suicide in the home 
of his father by shooting himself with 
a shotgun. He was married two months 
ago to little Miss Rhoda Profit, barely 
twelve years old, his schoolmate, with 
whom the boy husband had not lived 
happily. 


Laurel, Del., July 28.—It has just 
been learned that Harvey Spicer, a 
well-known politician and fruit broker 
of Bethel, was robbed of $3000 in bills 
just as he was preparing to deposit 
it with the Sussex Trust company here 
late Saturday afternoon. Three negroes 
are suspected of the robbery. 


Arrangements were just being made 
to close the bank, which keeps open 
late on Saturdays, when Spicer entered 
to make a deposit. The wallet con­ 
taining the $3000 was left lying at a 
desk, while he stepped to the telephone 
in response to a call. 


Two minutes later, when he stepped 
back to the desk, the wallet was miss­ 
ing. In the meantime, th^ee negroes 
had been in the bank, one of them en­ 
tering to get change for a small bill. 
Search was made for the negroes, buc 
they had made their escape. 


Sunday the wallet, with all the pa­ 
pers intact and some money, which 
was in a false pocket in the wallet, 
was found in a cornfield on the out­ 
skirts of the city. The theft was kept 
quiet with the hope of rounding up 
the negroes at a negro camp meeting, 
but the men wanted were not there. 


The Officials Are Silent About 


Strange Theft. 


Philadelphia, July 28.—Silent as thy 
Sphinx are the officials of the Trades­ 
men’s 
National bank, 324 Chestnut 
street, concerning the mysterious dis* 
appearance of a large sum Aof money 
from the counting room of the institu 
tion on Thursday of last week. 
The 
amount is said to be $15,000. 


Because of this positive refusal to 
explain and the further instructions 
of silence to every employe in the in­ 
stitution, it was impossible to obtain 
the details. But from other sources It 
was learned that the receiving teller 
on Thursday counted the funds whigh 
remained in his hands at the close of 
business, 
preparatory to turning it 
over to the paying teller, who Jn turn 
was to have counted it and placed it 
away in the vault. Leaving his desk 
for a brief space of time, the teller re­ 
turned, and is said to have given, or 
believed he was giving to the other 
teller the amount counted with an at­ 
tached memorandum, showing the sum 
in each package with the figures to­ 
taled. When the latter made his usual 
check, to the surprise of both men, the 
discrepancy of a large amount, said to 
be $15,000, was found. After a second 
and third count and a thorough search 
a report was made of the transaction, 
which caused consternation among the 
clerical force. 


So far as known, no one entered the 
bank during the interim, and, in fact, 
since no one within the bank is sus 
pected of abstracting the money during 
the teller's temporary absence, the 
transaction remains the deepest son 
of a mystery. Although detectives are 


I at work on the case, no clues have 
yet been found. 


Negro Stabs Two Policemen* 


Philadelphia, July 2S. — Policeman 
John Murray was stabbed 
fourteen 
times and probably fatally wounded, 
and Morris Selman. a brother oflicor, 
was dangerously stabbed In an excit­ 
ing fight in the fashionable Ritton- 
house square district by William Jack­ 
son, a powerful negro. 
Jackson was 
ono of a crowd loitering in the square 
expecting a band concert to take place. 
When ordered to move along he knock­ 
ed Selman down, and when Murray 
came up threw him over the flrst ofll- 
ter. He then drew a knife and, falling 
upon the two officers, stabbed them re­ 
peatedly. Several of his knife thrusts 
penetrated M urray’s lungs and abdo­ 
men, A crowd chased the negro and 
captured him after severely beating 
him. 


Confesses He Murdered His Aunt, 
Drawn back to the scene of his 
crime by a force he could not resist, 
August 
Eberhard, the self-confessed 
murderer of his 
aunt, Mrs. Ottillie 
Eberhard, a Vienese widow, whom he 
lured to a lonely spot in Now Jersey a 
few days ago and shot to death, was 
captured near Paterson, N. J., and is 
now a prisoner In the Hackensack jail. 


What interested the authorities most 
Jn the confession Eberhard made to 
them was the reason he gave for com­ 
mitting the crime. Eberhard said that 
he was in love with a New York girl, 
and that he needed money to marry 
her. and so, knowing that his aunt had 
$2500. he plotted to kill her and steal 
the money. Eberhard says he also In­ 
tended to kill his pretty cousin, Ottillio 
Eberhard, to whom he was engaged, so \ 
that nothing would stand in the way , 
of his marriage to the New York girl. 
The police have the name of the girl 
mentioned by Eberhard, and she will 
be brought to Hackensack to tell what 
she knows of the murderer. * 


When Eberhard was searched not a 
panny was found in his pockets. 
Ho 
said that he had buried the money he 
stole from his aunt. He led the detec­ 
tives to a tree near Little Falls, and 
there dug up a bundle of bills. There 
was $2500 irt the bundle, which, was 
the amount that was stolen, as tho 
murderer left a small amount of money 
in the bosom of his aunt’s waist, so as 
to give the impression that she h al 
not been robbed. 


Oil Trust's Big Fine Set Aside. 


Following the unanimous decision of 
Judges Grosscup, Seaman and Baker, 
who compose the United States cir­ 
cuit court of appeals at Chicago, re­ 
versing and remanding the casib of 
the government against the Standard 
Oil company, of Indiana, in which case 
Judge Landis in the district court had 
imposed a fine of $29,240,000, the fed­ 
eral attorneys announced that the gov­ 
ernment had thirty days within which 
to file a petition for a rehearing, and 
that it would be filed within the allot­ 
ted period. In the case that was re­ 
versed the Standard Oil company, of 
Indiana, was found guilty of accepting 
rebates on shipments of oil from its 
relinery at Whiting, Ind., to East St. 
Louis, 111. Judge Landis fined the com­ 
pany $20,000 on each of 14C2 counts, 
each count representing a carload 
shipment. 


The opinion of three judges of the 
higher court leaves little of the con­ 
tention th at each carload constituted 
a separate offense. Even the various 
shipments, of which there wero about 
500, could not be considered as sep­ 
arate offenses under the ruling of the 
court of appeals. -The maximum fine 
on this basis would abount to $720,0U0 
and the minimum $30,000. It is said 
th at $223,000 is the total amount the 
Standard Oil company is alleged to 
have received as rebates on the ship­ 
ments in question. 


Death of Bishop Potter. 


Henry Codman Potter, seventh Pro­ 
testant Episcopal bishop of the diocese 
of New York, died at Fernleigh, his 
summer home at Cooperstown, N. Y., 
after an illness of several weeks. The 
end was peaceful and quiet. The pre­ 
late was seventy-four years old. 


Death was due primarily to embol­ 
ism of the right leg, following a long 
attack of liver and stomach trouble, 
and th« end had been foreseen for 
several days by the bishop’s physi­ 
cians. Bishop Potter suffered a severe 
relapse Monday, and though oxygen 
was given, his decline was gradual, 
and he sank into unconsciousness, 
which lasted until the end. 


Cripple Shoots Two In Quarrel. 


Frank Paddaux, twenty-eight, was 
shot and killed, and Bert Bland, aged 
twenty, probably fatally hurt at Want* 
Y-Glo, near Johnstown, Pa., by Chester 
Gibson, nineteen years old, a cripple, 
who stated in the Ebensburg jail that 
he did not remember the shooting. It 
Is said that Paddaux and Gibson had 
been drinking, and, meeting Bland, re­ 
quested him to buy some sandwiches. 
A dispute followed the young man's re­ 
turn with the food, and Gibson shot 
Bland. 
In attempting to get posses­ 
sion of the revolver, Paddaux was 
killed. Gibson was later arrested by 
Constable Blsud, lath er ot the injured 
man.

Look at the 
wonderful woman of our own time, 
Sara Bernhardt, who goes gayly along 
defying time and disease. 
She is as 
winsome, marvelous and vivacious as 
she was at 20.

^imiiar materials for erroneous reas- 
onings, but as they originate in the 
mind, they are sometimes so similar 
to presentiments that it I* impossible 
to decide whether a presentiment 
caused the dream or the dream the 
presentiment. 


Novelists, poets, and even histori- 


ans, 
have so often told us of present- 


iments, have so often attributed them 
to their real or fictitious personages, 
that we have come to regard this sort 
of obscure vision of the future as a 
common and natural phenomenon. 
The historian tells us of Captain So- 
and-So, who, overwhelmed on the eve 
of battle with the fatal presentiment 
that he should not survive the com- 
bat, actually met his death; the nov- 
elist attributes to his heroine the pre- 
sentiment of a catastrophe impend- 
ing over her soldier lover, which hap- 
pens in realization of her gloomy 
forebodings, and they speak of these 
things as constantly recurring, well 
established facts of which there are 
numerous examples that could not 
well be disputed. Even animals are 
said to be gifted with a presentiment 
of danger. Thus, according to Buf- 
fon, 
birds of passage have been ob- 


served to stay away from their nests 
at the approach of an earthquake; 
according to Raynal. dogs by contin- 
ual long howling manifested their 
presentiment of 
aa approaching 


earthquake, and it is a generally pre- 
vailing belief that rats will, a few- 
days before the occurrence, leave a 
house that is about to fall down or a 
ship that is about to sink. 


Bur, 
while in animals this phe- 


nomenon admits of an explanation 
by the assumption of instinct, which 
seems to be given them by nature for 
their preservation, this convenient 
apology for our ignorance cannot be 
made in the case of man. because he 
has reason, instead of instinct, for 
his guide. Yet it has been contend- 
ed., and by persons of no mean under- 
standing, that fatal presentiments are 
conveyed to the mind by means, if 
not supernatural, at all events mys- 
terious and wonderful, and numerous 
samples, as we shall presently see, 
have been adduced in proof of the 
certainty of the warning, as well as 
of Its mysterious occurrence. 


Plutarch, in his tragic account of 


Julius Caesar's assassination, men- 
tions the foreboding dream o* Cae- 
sar's wife, Calpurnia, in the night 
preceding the fatal event. 
In her 


dream she first saw blood flowing 
from her husband's statue, and then 
she dreamed that the roof of her 
house was falling down and that Cae- 
sar, his body all covered with blood, 
expired in her arms. 
Terrified by 


these dreams she related them to 


'aesar. Imploring him not to go out 


on that .day. 
Caesar, however, 


laughed at her fears, went to the Sen- 
ate, and was stabbed to death by his 
assassins. It is related that cot only 
did Henry JV himself have a present- 
iment of his death, but also Maria de 
Medicis was forewarned in a dream 
of the danger threatening the king. 
One nighr she started from her sleep 
with a shriek and her eyes bathed in 
tsars. Asked by Henry IV for the 
cause of her terror, she replied, "I 
dreamed you were murdered!" To 
remove her fears the king said smil- 
ing: 
'Fortunately, dreams, accord- 


ing to the saying, are but fumes of 
the stomach." 
A few days later the 


dagger of a fanatic robbed France of 
the best of her kings. It must, how- 
ever, be added that to-day the queen ) 
is much suspected of having plotted 
with d'Epernon the king's assassina- 
tion, or at ieast of having had some 
knowledge of the plot, her vague 
terror, therefore, only expressed her 
own pare in the matter.

A stranger having 


called on him to order a requiem, he 
at once felt the presentiment that 
this requiem was destined to serve 
for his own funeral, contracted an 
incurable disease and died immedi- 
ately after composing it.

In this etample it is not difficult 


to account for the modus operandi of 
the presentiment. From the very be- 
ginning of his Presidency Mr. Lin- 
coln had been constantly subjected 
to the threats of his enemies and the 
warnings of his friends. The threats 
came in every form: his mail was in- 
fested with brutal and vulgar men- 
aces, most anonymous. 
The warn- 


ings were not less numerous. He 
knew, indeed, that incitements to 
murder him were not uncommon. 
What wonder, then, that his dreams 
should be haunted by gloomy pic- 
tures, generally interpreted as fore- 
bodings of death. 


There are also presentiments of 


good, but we hear less of them, be- 
cause, as a rule, they are disappoint- 
ed. The reader will find no difficulty 
to charge the memory with abundant 
proofs of the prevalence but also the 
unreliability of such presentiments. 
Who has not some time in his life 
felt, without any apparent cause, 
arise in his heart a hope bordering 
on conviction of getting rich by one 
of those sudden fortunes that aston- 
ish the world, or of obtaining the po- 
sition craved for. or having his sa'ary 
raised by his employer, or similar 
foolish hopes, to be doomed to disap- 
pointment? To give only one histor- 
ical example of a good though unful- 
filled presentiment: The great Tu- 
renne exclaimed: "I do not mean to 
be killed to-day,'' but a few moments 
afterward he was struck dov.-n by a 
cannon ball. 


Supposing, then the occurrence of 


presentiments be firmly established 
and the cases as adduced by the au- 
thors proven beyond doubt, we can 
still discount by a good deal the part 
played by divination and the super- 
natural in the phenomenon. 
Thus, 


with regard to the extraordinary 
tales told of presentiments on the eve 
of battle, it Is not wonderful at ail 
that soldiers and sailors, proverbially 
superstitious, should sometimes in 
moments of depression conclude that 
they would die in the next battle, 
and that under the given circum- 
stances their presentiment should 
sometimes also happen to come true. 
Nor does the explanation of numer- 
ous other fatal presentiments require 
the intervention of some so far un- 
discovered mysterious power and fac- 
ulty of the mind. The human mind 
is a strange machine, and when ex- 
cited by intense anxiety and wound 
up to its highest pitch by despair or 
fear it is no hard matter to conjure 
up those "signs and tokens" which 
are now considered as sure and fatal 
prognostications of the worst human i 
calamities. 
In such a state the or- i 


dering of a requiem by a stranger j 
may easily become to a Mozart an 
omen of sufficient magnitude to cause 
Ills dissolution 
And as evil over- 


takes the majority of mankind, such 
general forebodings are pretty cer-

Parents and Delinquent Cliildren. 
The story of delinquent children 
is, as often as told, practlcally^ the 
same. 
Judge Frazer, whose experi- 
ence in the Juvenile Court covering 
a period of a few months has brought 
him in contact with 700 children who, 
in a greater or less degree, fall under 
this head, sounds the old warning, 
saying: 
"The dangers that surround 
a Ki owing child are not fully appre- 
ciated by many parents. 
They allow 
boys and girls to go out alone to 
theatres az-d other amusement re- 
sorts, and then wonder why they go 
to the bad." 
This, he added, is sim- 
ply a matter of carelessness upon the 
part of the parents. 
It would seem, 
with an army of 700 children ap- 
pearing before the court for repri- 
mand of counsel within a few months, 
that parents of the city should awake 
to the sense of responsibility 
re- 
quired and restrain the liberty which 
is so detrimental to boys and girls 
who have aot yet'come to years of 
discretion. 
Judge Frazer says truly 
that the need for greater parental 
care cannot b% emphasized too strong- 


A presenlimont (from the Latin 
praesentire. fool or perceive before- 
hand) in the broadest sense Is a di- 
rect. though vague, perception of a 
future (>vent or a feeling which seems 
to be such a perception. 
Specifically, 
it is an antecedent impression or con- 
viction, produced instinctively 
and 
without any known cause, of some- 
thing about to happen. 
Though pre- 
sentiments of good are common and 
often fulfilled, as tlieir results are 
not tragical they are seldom remem- 
bered or confounded with hope, and 
for this reason the word presenti- 
ment is confined almost exclusively 
to the anticipation of impending evil, 
and is practically the equivalent of 
foreboding. 
Dreams 
often 
afford 
similar materials for erroneous reas- 
onings, but as they originate in the 
mind, they are sometimes so similar 
to presentiments that it is impossible 
to decide whether 
a 
presentiment 
caused the dream or the dream the 
presentiment. 


Novelists, poets, and even histori- 
ans, have so often told us of present- 
iments. have so often attributed them 
to their real or fictitious personages, 
that we have come to regard this sort 
of obscure vision of the future as a 
common and natural 
phenomenon. 
The historian tells us of Captain So- 
and-So, who, overwhelmed on the evo 
of battle with the fatal presentiment 
that he should not survive the com- 
bat, actually met his death; the nov- 
elist attributes to his heroine the pre- 
sentiment of a catastrophe Impend- 
ing over her soldier Jover, which hap- 
pens in realization of her 
gloomy 
forebodings, and they speak of these 
things as constantly recurrlnt;. well 
established facts of which there are 
numerous examples that could not 
well be disputed. 
Even animals are 
said to be gifted with a presentiment 
of danger. 
Thus, according to Buf- 
fon. birds of passage have been ob- 
served to stay away from their nests 
at the approach of an earthquake; 
according to Raynal. dogs by contin- 
ual long howling 
manifested 
their 
presentiment 
of 
an 
approaching 
earthquake, and it is a generally pre- 
vailing belief that rats will, a few 
days before the occurrence, leave a 
house that is about to fall down or a 
ship that is about to sink. 


But, while in animals this phe- 
nomenon admits of an explanation 
by the assumption of instinct, which 
seems to be given them by nature for 
their preservation, 
this 
convenient 
apology for our ignorance cannot be 
made in the case of man. because he 
has 'reason, instead of instinct, for 
his guide. 
Yet it has been contend- 
ed, and by persons of no mean under- 
standing. that fatal presentiments are 
conveyed to the mind by means, if 
not supernatural, at all events mys- 
terious and wonderful, and numerous 
ecamples. as we shall presently see, 
have been adduced in proof of the 
certainty of the warning, as well as 
of its mysterious occurrence, 


Plutarch, in his tragic account of 
Julius Caesar's assassination, 
men- 
tions the foreboding dream of Cae- 
sar's wife, Calpurnia, in the night 
preceding the fatal event. 
In her 
dream she first saw blood 
flowing 
from her husband's statue, and then 
she dreamed that the roof of 
her 
house was falling down and that Cae- 
sar, his body all covered with blood, 
expired in her arms. 
Terrified by 
these dreams she 
related 
them to 
Caesar, imploWng him not to go out 
on 
that 
day, 
Caesar, 
however, 
laughed at her fears, went to the Sen- 
ate, and was stabbed to death by his 
assassins. 
It is related that not only 
did Henry JV himself have a present- 
iment of his death, but also Maria de 
Medicis was forewarned In a dream 
of the danger threatening the king 
One night she started from her sleep 
with a shriek and her eyes bathed in 
tears. 
Asked by Henry IV for the 
cause of her terror, she replied, **I 
dreamed you were murdered!" 
To 
remove her fears the king said smil- 
ing: 
'Fortunately, dreams, accord- 
ing to the saying, are but fumes of 
the stomach." 
A few days later the 
dagger of a fanatic robbed France of 
the best of her kings. 
It must, how- 
ever, be added that to-day the queen 
is much suspected of having plotted 
wUh d'Epernon the king's assassina- 
tion, or at least of having had some 
knowledge of the plot, her vague 
terror, therefore, only expressed her 
own part In the matter. 
Mozart's 
premonition of his 
death is 
even 
mure wonderful. 
A stranger having 
called on him to order a requiem, he 
at once felt the presentiment that 
this requiem was destined to serve 
for his own funeral, contracted 
an 
incurable disease and died immedi- 
ately after composing It. 
President 
Lincoln, as is well known, had a pre- 
sentiment of impending death. 
As 
numerous, mostly amplified, versions 
exist of this incident, wo give it here 
as published by Gldeoji Welles in an 
article printed in 
The Galaxy 
for 
April, 1872: "In the last 
cabinet 
meeting in the Executive Mansion of 
Friday, April 14, which was also at- 
tended by Mr. Welles, General Grant 
expressed his anxiety as to the news 
from Sherman. 
The President 
re- 
marked that the news would come 
soon and come favorably, he had no 
doubt, for he had last night his usual 
dream which had preceded nearly ev- 
ery event of the war. 
Welles In- 
quired the particulars of this remark 


able dream. 
The President said It 
was in Welles* department—it relat- 
ed to water; that he seomod to be in 
a singular and Indescribable vessel, 
but always the same, and that he was 
moving with groat rapidity toward a 
dark and Indofinile shore; that he 
had had this singular dream preced- 
ing the firing on Sumter, the battles 
of Bull Ruu, Antletam. Gettysburg, 
Stone River, Vicksburg. etc. 
General 
Grant answered with some emphasis 
and asperity that Stone River was no 
victory—that a few such 
victories 
would have ruined Iho country, and 
he kneAV of 
no 
important 
results 
from It. The President said that per- 
haps ho should not altogether agree 
with him, but whateve.' might be the 
facts his singular 
dream 
preceded 
that 
fight. 
Victory did not always 
follow the dream, but the event and 
results were very Important. 
Great 
events did indeed follow. 
Within a 
few hours the man who narrated his 
dream was assassinated, 
and 
the 
murder which 
closed 
forever 
his 
earthly career affected for years, and 
perhaps forever, the welfare of the 
country. 


In this example It is not difiicult 
to account for the modus operandi of 
the presentiment. 
From the very be- 
ginning of his Presidency Mr. Lin- 
coln had been constantly subjected 
to the threats of his enemies and the 
warnings of his friends. The threats 
came in every form; his mail was in- 
fested with brutal and vulgar men- 
aces, most anonymous. 
The warn- 
ings were not less numerous. 
He 
knew, Indeed, that incitements to 
murder him were not 
uncommon. 
What wonder, then, that his dreams 
should be haunted by gloomy pic- 
tures, generally interpreted as fore- 
bodings of death. 


There are also presentiments 
of 
good, but we hear less of them, be- 
cause, as a rule, they are disappoint- 
ed. The reader will find no difficulty 
to charge the memory with abundant 
proofs of the prevalence but also the 
unreliability of such presentiments. 
Who has not some time in his life 
felt, without 
any 
apparent 
cause, 
arise in his heart a hope bordering 
on conviction of getting rich by one 
of those sudden fortunes that aston- 
ish the world, or of obtaining the po- 
sition craved for, or having his salary 
raised by his employer, or similar 
foolish hopes, to be doomed to disap- 
pointment? 
To give only one histor- 
ical example of a good though unful- 
filled 
presentiment: The great Tu- 
renne exclaimed: "I do not mean to 
be killed to-day,'* but a few moments 
afterward he was struck down by a 
cannon ball. 


Supposing, then the occurrence of 
presentiments be firmly established 
and the cases as adduced by the au- 
thors proven beyond doubt, we can 
still discount by a good deal the part 
played by divination and the super- 
natural in the phenomenon. 
Thus, 
with 
regard 
to 
the 
extraordinary 
tales told of presentiments on the eve 
of battle, it is not wonderful at all 
that soldiers and sailors, proverbially 
superstitious, 
should 
sometimes 
in 
moments of depression conclude that 
they would die in the next battle, 
and 
that 
under the given circum- 
stances 
their 
presentiment 
should 
sometimes also happen to come true. 
Nor does the explanation of numer- 
ous other fatal presentiments require 
the intervention of some 30 far un- 
discovered mysterious power and fac- 
ulty of the mind. 
The human mind 
is a strange machine, and when ex- 
cited by Intense anxiety and wound 
up to its highest pitch by despair or 
fear it Is no hard matter to conjure 
up those "signs and tokens" which 
are now considered as sure and fatal 
prognostications of the worst human 
calamities. 
In such a state the or- 
dering of a requiem by a stranger 
may easily become to a Mozart an 
omen of sufilclent magnitude to pause 
his dissolution 
And as evil over- 
takes the majority of mankind, such 
general forebodings are pretty cer- 
tain of fulfilment. 
And it may also 
be urged that a person thus fatally 
possessed may become so careless of 
existence as thereby to insure his de- 
struction. 


However this be, the divination of 
future events, in one's own or anoth 
er'B life, that makes some presenti- 
ments so remarkable is ultimatelx 
nothing but the result of Instinctive 
reasoning applied to probable events, 
a deduction drawn from known facts, 
from the motivea to be feared or 
hoped for, 
Some temperaments, es- 
pecially among women, are capable 
of discerning the slightest Indications 
that would pass unnoticed by others. 
Thus, in a great number of cases the 
presentiment, is but ^ foresight based 
upon a nice intuition of the circum- 
stances; what is taken for an Internal 
voice is but a well done calculation. 
The 
other 
cases must be ranged 
among the superstitions. 
The great- 
est calamities which 
have 
befallen 
most persons have come without any 
warning whatever, except such 
as 
could be inferred from existing situa- 
tions, 
All mankind has had to rely 
upon experience, ioresight and guid* 
ance by ordinary sagacity. 
The oc 
caslonal fulfilment of dreams, pre^- 
monitions, visions and so-called inner 
voices are at best coincidences, and 
the only inner voice which, when fol- 
lowed, will always lead us right is— 
the rolve of vfasou4

This, he added, is sim­ 
ply a matter of carelessness upon the 
part of the parents. 
It would seem, 
with an army of 700 children ap­ 
pearing before the court for repri­ 
mand of counsel within a few months, 
that parents of the city should awake 
to the sense of responsibility re­ 
quired and restrain the liberty which 
is so detrimental to boys and girls 
who have aot yet*come to years of 
discretion.

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W hat Is a p resen tim en t in d istin ctio n from sim ilar modes • ( 
perception ? Are p resen tim en ts of frequent occurrence, and 
arc there som e au th en tic cases of fulfilled presentim ents? 
W hy are there no p resen tim en ts of good as w ell as 
of e v il? Is it possible, w ith an y k n o w n principle 
of th e h um an m in d , to offer any satisfactory 
e x p la n a tio n of this m ysterious p henom enon?

A presentiment (from the Latin 
praesentire, fcA or perceive before­ 
hand) in the broadest sense is a di­ 
rect, though vague, perception of a 
future event or a feeling which seems 
to be such a perception. 
Specifically, 
it is an antecedent impression or con­ 
viction, produced instinctively 
and 
without any known cause, of some­ 
thing about to happen. 
Though pre­ 
sentiments of good are common and 
often fulfilled, as their results are 
fiot tragical they are seldom remem­ 
bered or confounded with hope, and 
for this reason the word presenti­ 
ment is confined almost exclusively 
to the anticipation of impending evil, 
and is practically the equivalent of 
foreboding. 
Dreams often 
afford 
similar materials for erroneous reas­ 
onings, but as they originate in the 
mind, they are sometimes so similar 
to presentiments that it is impossible 
to decide whether 
a 
presentiment 
caused the dream or the dream the 
presentiment. 


Novelists, poets, and even histori­ 
ans, have so often told us of present­ 
iments, have so often attributed them 
to their real or fictitious personages, 
that we have come to regard this sort 
of obscure vision of the future as a 
common and natural 
phenomenon. 
The historian tells us of Captain So- 
and-So, who, overwhelmed on the evo 
of battle with the fatal presentiment 
that he should not survive the com­ 
bat, actually met his death; the nov­ 
elist attributes to his heroine the pre­ 
sentiment of a catastrophe impend­ 
ing over her soldier Jover, which hap­ 
pens in realization of her gloomy 
forebodings, and they speak of these 
things as constantly recurring, well 
established facts of which there are 
numerous examples that could not 
well be disputed. 
Even animals are 
said to be gifted with a presentiment 
of danger. 
Thus, according to Buf- 
fon, birds of passage have been ob­ 
served to stay away from their nests 
at the approach of an earthquake; 
according to Raynal. dogs by contin­ 
ual long howling manifested their 
presentiment 
of 
an 
approaching 
earthquake, and it is a generally pre­ 
vailing belief that rats will, a few 
days before the occurrence, leave a 
house that is about to fall down or a 
ship that is about to sink. 


But, while in animals this phe­ 
nomenon admits of an explanation 
by the assumption of instinct, which 
seems to be given them by nature for 
their preservation, 
this 
convenient 
apology for our ignorance cannot be 
made in the case of man, because he 
has reason, instead of instinct, for 
his guide. 
Yet it has been contend­ 
ed, and by persons of no mean under­ 
standing, that fatal presentiments are 
conveyed to the mind by means, if 
not supernatural, at all events mys­ 
terious and wonderful, and numerous 
ecamples. as we shall presently see, 
have been adduced in proof of the 
certainty of the warning, as well as 
of Its mysterious occurrence. 


Plutarch, in his tragic account of 
Julius Caesar’s assassination, 
men­ 
tions the foreboding dream of Cae­ 
sar’s wife, Calpurnla, in the night 
preceding the fatal event. 
In her 
dream she first saw blood flowing 
from her husband's statue, and then 
she dreamed that the roof of her 
house was falling down and that Cae­ 
sar, his body all covered with blood, 
expired in her arms. 
Terrified by 
these dreams she 
related them to 
Caesar, imploring him not to go out 
on 
that 
day. 
Caesar, 
however, 
laughed at her fears, went to the Sen­ 
ate, and was stabbed to death by his 
assassins. 
It is related that not only 
did Henry JV himself have a present­ 
iment of his death, but also Maria de 
Medicis was forewarned In a dream 
of the danger threatening the king. 
One night she started from her sleep 
with a shriek and her eyes bathed in 
tears. 
Asked by Henry IV for the 
cause of her terror, she replied, “I 
dreamed you were murdered!" 
To 
remove her fears the king said smil­ 
ing: 
‘Fortunately, dreams, accord­ 
ing to the saying, are but fumes of 
the stomach." 
A few days later the 
dagger of a fanatic robbed France of 
the best of her kings. 
It must, how­ 
ever, be added that to-day the queen 
is much suspected of having plotted 
with d'Epernon the king’s assassina­ 
tion, or at least of having had some 
knowledge of the plot, her vague 
terror, therefore, only expressed her 
own part in the matter. 
Mozart's 
premonition of his 
death is 
even 
mure wonderful. 
A stranger having 
called on him to order a requiem, he 
at once felt the presentiment that 
this requiem was destined to serve 
for his own funeral, contracted an 
incurable djsease and died immedi­ 
ately after composing it. 
President 
Lincoln, as is well known, had a pre­ 
sentiment of impending death. 
As 
numerous, mostly amplified, versions 
exist of this incident, we give it here 
as published by Gideon Welles in an 
article printed in The Galaxy for 
April, 1872: “In the last cabinet 
meeting in the Executive Mansion of 
Friday, April 14, which was also at­ 
tended by Mr. Welles, General Grant 
expressed his anxiety as to the news 
from Sherman. 
The President re­ 
marked that the news would come 
soon and come favorably, he had no 
doubt, for he had last night his usual 
dream which had preceded nearly ev­ 
ery eyent of the war. 
Welles in­ 
quired the particulars of this remark 


able dream. 
The President said it 
was in Welles1 department— it relat­ 
ed to water; that he seemed to be In 
a singular and indescribable vessel, 
but always the same, and that he was 
moving with great rapidity toward a 
dark and indefinite shore; that he 
had had this singular dream preced­ 
ing the firing on Sumter, the battles 
of Bull Run, Antietam, Gettysburg, 
Stone River, Vicksburg, etc. 
General 
Grant answered with some emphasis 
and asperity that Stone River was no 
victory— that a few such 
victories 
would have ruined the country, and 
he knew of no 
important results 
from it. The President said that per­ 
haps ho should not altogether agreo 
with him, but whatever might be the 
facts his singular 
dream 
preceded 
that fight. 
Victory did not always 
follow the dream, but the event and 
results were very important. 
Groat 
events did indeed follow. 
Within a 
few hours the man who narrated his 
dream was assassinated, 
and 
the 
murder which 
closed 
forever 
his 
earthly career affected for years, and 
perhaps forever, the welfare of the 
country. 


In this example It is not difficult 
to account for the modus operand! of 
the presentiment. From the very be­ 
ginning of his Presidency Mr. Lin­ 
coln had been constantly subjected 
to the threats of his enemies and the 
warnings of his friends. The threats 
came in every form; his mail was in­ 
fested with brutal and vulgar men­ 
aces, most anonymous. 
The warn­ 
ings were not less numerous. 
He 
knew, indeed, that incitements to 
murder him were not uncommon. 
What wonder, then, that his dreams 
should be haunted by gloomy pic­ 
tures, generally interpreted as fore­ 
bodings of death. 


There are also presentiments of 
good, but we hear less of them, be­ 
cause, as a rule, they are disappoint­ 
ed. The reader will find no difficulty 
to charge the memory with abundant 
proofs of the prevalence but also the 
unreliability of such presentiments. 
Who has not some time in his life 
felt, without any apparent cause, 
arise in his heart a hope bordering 
on conviction of getting rich by one 
of those sudden fortunes that aston­ 
ish the world, or of obtaining the po­ 
sition craved for, or having his salary 
raised by his employer, or similar 
foolish hopes, to be doomed to disap­ 
pointment? 
To give only one histor­ 
ical example of a good though unful­ 
filled presentiment: The great Tu- 
renne exclaimed: #‘J do not mean to 
be killed to-day,” but a few moments 
afterward he was struck down by a 
cannon ball. 


Supposing, then the occurrence of 
presentiments be firmly established 
and the cases as adduced by the au­ 
thors proven beyond doubt, we can 
still discount by a good deal the part 
played by divination and the super­ 
natural in the phenomenon. 
Thus, 
with regard to 
the extraordinary 
tales told of presentiments on the eve 
of battle, it is not wonderful at all 
that soldiers and sailors, proverbially 
superstitious, should sometimes in 
moments of depression conclude that 
they would die In the next battle, 
and that under the given circum­ 
stances 
their presentiment should 
sometimes also happen to come true. 
Nor does the explanation of numer­ 
ous other fatal presentiments require 
the intervention of some so far un­ 
discovered mysterious power and fac­ 
ulty of the mind. 
The human mind 
is a strange machine, and when ex­ 
cited by intense anxiety and wound 
up to its highest pitch by despair or 
fear it is no hard matter to conjure 
up those "signs and tokens** which 
are now considered as sure and fatal 
prognostications of the worst human 
calamities. 
In such a state the or­ 
dering of a requiem by a stranger 
may easily become to a Mozart an 
omen of sufficient magnitude to pause 
his dissolution 
And as evil over­ 
takes the majority of mankind, such 
general forebodings are pretty cer­ 
tain of fulfilment. 
And it may also 
be urged that a person thus fatally 
possessed may become so careless of 
existence as thereby to insure his de­ 
struction, 


However this be, the divination of 
future events, in one's own or anoth 
er's life, that makes some presenti­ 
ments so remarkable is ultimately 
nothing but the result of instinctive 
reasoning applied to probable events, 
a deduction drawn from known facts, 
from the motives to be feared or 
hoped for, 
Some temperaments, es­ 
pecially among women, are capable 
of discerning the slightest indications 
that would pass unnoticed by others. 
Thus, in a great number of cases the 
presentiment, is but £ foresight based 
upon a nice intuition of the circum­ 
stances; what is taken for an internal 
voice is but a well done calculation. 
The 
other 
cases must be ranged 
among the superstitions. 
The great­ 
est calamities which have befallen 
most persons have come without any 
warning whatever, except such as 
could be inferred from existing situa­ 
tions. 
All mankind has had to rely 
upon experience, foresight and guid* 
ance by ordinary sagacity. 
The oc 
casional fulfilment of dreams, pre­ 
monitions, visions and so-called inner 
voices are at best coincidences, and 
the only inner voice which, when fol­ 
lowed, will always lead us right is— 
the roice of reason.

Flour thrown upon burning oil will 
extinguish it, while water will only 
spread tihe flames.

A little of this added ‘to an appl<* 
pie gives a delicious flavor. 


Omelets are more tender if the eggs 
are thinmed wtlh hot water instead o' 
milk. 
Before folding the plain ome 
let, spread it, for a change, with u 
green pepper minced fine. 
The pep 
pea- does not need previous cooking. 


Knlfo cleaning may be made easier 
by dipping a piece of raw potato in 
the scouriwg material, rubbing with 
that instead of a cloth. 
The juice- 
of the potato is uot only a good clean 
or in itself, but it keeps *tha scour 
ing pasto moist. 


When baking a cake, df you «have 
forgotten the flavoring, put a few 
drops on the layer, cover it with a 
pan and place in t!he oven. 
It wil 
penetrate the cake and the flavor will 
be evcoily distributed 
through 
the 
same as If baked in it. 


For washing painted walls or wood 
work two ‘tablespoonfuls of 
baking 
•soda added to a pail of warm water 
makes the work easy. 


When overshoes crack just above 
the sole, place a strip of denim over 
the opening on the dnside; cover with 
glue that has been moistened with a 
lit/tie sweet milk and heated slightly, 
This part will outlast the rest of the 
shoe. 


A paste Sa made by boiling glue 
water <and rye flour to which, while 
in a warm condition, for 1,000 parts 
of the mass thirty part« of linseed 
oil varnish and ithiTty parts of thick 
turpentine are added.

The scene at camp was absolutely be- 
yond description. The men hurried about 
bearing the bodies of their injured com- 
ratles on stretchera while the storm con- 
tinued in all fury, the reports rapidly fol- 
lowing each other that various ones of the 
lifferent regiments had been killed and 
all fearing that the next stroke would 
usher many more inUj eternity. The 
amp was full oí women at the time and 
the great majority became hysterical, 
screaming and moaning. 


Private Barbe was struck while in his 
tent, A blue flame envelux)ed his body 
and with a groan he fell dead at the feet 
of his comrade who was also severely 
stunned, Garver's head was split in two 
as though cleft by a hatchet, A peculiar

In selecting a position for a new 
house, it is generally best to locate it 
about the centre of the grounds and 
facing the main road or entrance. 


The Making of a Picture.

Low growing trees of spread- 
ing habit match the low rambling 
house, while those of upright growth 
go with 
the buildings of greater 


height. Birches, white elm, red oak, 
green ash and hackberry are reliable 
trees of fairly rapid growth. 
White 


oak and hard maple are fine trees but 
rather slow 
growing. Among the 


conifers. Black Hill spruce, Austrian 
pine and the white pine are very de- 
sirable, the last named 
being the 


most valuable but the slowest to ma- 
ture. 
Flowers and Shrubs and How to Place 


Them. 


The same general principles apply 


to the planting of shrubs and flower- 
Ing plants. 
They, of course, can be 


planted close to the house as long as 
they do not shade the windows and 
can be made to add greatly to the 
beauty of the home. About the lawn, 
they appear to the best advantage in 
clumps of solid or mixed species and 
occupy an intermediate position be- 
tween the grass and the trees. 


A portion of the shrubbery should 


be selected for its winter effect. Bar- 
berry, dogwood, Japanese rose and 
wahoo are desirable on this account. 
All the shrubs planted should be 
hardy in the Ioealit3". Many native 
plants can be used and often give 
better results than introduced sorts. 
One of the most meritorious shrubs 
known for any locality is the bridal 
wreath or Spirea van houteii. It is 
beautiful in flower, graceful at all 
times, 
healthy, free 
from insects, 


hardy and easily grown. 


Many flowering plants 
can be 


grown with little or no trouble. The 
tiger lily is hardy and takes care of 
itself. 
Perennial phlox, the peony, 


Iris, etc., require little attention after 
planting. 
A few vines often add a 


touch of .i^brnment that nothing else 
can. The native bittersweet and Vir- 
ginia creeper are good as is also the 
wild grape. The clematis and crim- 
son rambler rose are flowering climb- 
ers that give good satisfaction.—E. 
R. Garner, in Iowa Agriculturist.

Planning 
(Iio Lawn, 
Grountls 
and 


Foncing, 


The lawn, or houseyard, as it Is 
called to distinguish it from the barn- 
yard, is the first consideration. 
It is 
the foundation of the whole 
thing 
and on it is built the entire plan. 
It 
can be as large as the owner desires, 
but should include at least one acre 
of ground. 
Grading may, or may not, 
be necessary. 
Good drainage is es- 
sential and the ground should slope 
away from the house, at least to- 
wards the road or towards the en- 
trance to the ground. 
It is quite im- 
portant that the lawn be Inclosed if 
the best results are to be secured. 
Woven wire is neat and strong and 
will 
keep out 
poultry 
as well 
as 
cattle and hogs. 
If the lawn or any 
portion 
of it needs 
seeding, 
the 
ground can be stirred in the spring 
and oats, timothy and clover sown. 
Blue grass and white clover will soon 
come in if there is any growing near, 
or they can be sown after the clover 
and timothy 
form a sod. 
In spots 
where there is much wear, it may 
be advisable to lay sod, but this is 
usually only necessary over limited 
areas. 


Where 
the residence 
Is already 
built, the question of its location is 
settled and the plan must be made 
to conform to It to a large extent. 
In selecting a position for a 
new 
house, it is generally best to locate it 
about the centre of the grounds and 
facing the main road or entrance. 


The Making of a Picture. 


Planting about the place calls for 
considerable ingenuity, but it gives 
an opportunity for a display of taste 
and individuality. 
By following a 
few general principles, no one will go 
far wrong and the changes can be 
easily made when desired, except in 
case of trees. 
The object in planting 
should be to make a picture. 
The 
house is naturally the centre about 
which the trees and shrubs are to be 
planted to show it to best advantage. 
There must be a good background. If 
the background is a solid block of a 
single variety, a few trees of a dif- 
ferent habit may be planted to give 
variety and a more natural effect. 
No 
trees 
should be 
planted 
near 
enough to shade the house, as sun- 
shine must have free entrance in the 
interest of health. 


IIow to Arrange the Trees For Best 


Effect. 


In front, a few tre^s may be set 
to good advantage. 
Several irregu- 
lar groups with perhaps one or two 
good specimens set singly will be 
sufficient 
ordinarily. 
They, 
should 
not break up the expanse of green 
sward, as the chief element of beauty 
in a lawn is the large open space 
(or spaces if the grounds are large), 
but be grouped about the edge. 
The 
breaks between these groups admit o( 
different views from the house and 
provide a variety of aspects as it is 
approached. 
If trees of size are al- 
ready present, they can be left in 
part as a rule. 
If any seem out of 
harmony, they should come out at 
once, or be left only until others can 
be started to take their places. Trees 
can be selected to harmonize with the 
home. 
Low growing trees of spread- 
ing> habit match the low 
rambling 
house, while those of upright growth 
go with 
the buildings 
of 
greater 
height. 
Birches, white elm, red oak, 
green ash and hackberry are reliable 
trees of fairly rapid growth. 
White 
oak and hard maple are fine trees but 
rather 
slow 
growing. 
Among the 
conifen. Black Hill spruce, Austrian 
pine and the white pine are very de- 
sirable. 
the last named 
being the 
most valuable but the slowest to ma- 
ture- 


Flowers and Sluiibs and How to Place 


Them. 


The same general principles apply 
to the planting of shrubs and 
flower- 
ing plants. 
They, of course, can be 
planted close to the house as long as 
they do not shade the windows and 
can be made to add greatly to the 
beauty of the home. 
About the lawn, 
they appear to the best advantage in 
clumps of solid or mixed species and 
occupy an intermediate position be- 
tween the grass and the trees. 


A portion of the shrubbery should 
be selected for Its winter effect. 
Bar- 
berry, dogwood, Japanese rose and 
wahoo are desirable on this account. 
All the 
shrubs 
planted 
should 
be 
hardy in the locality. 
Many native 
plants can be used and often give 
better results than introduced sorts. 
One of the most meritorious shrubs 
known for any locality is the bridal 
wreath or Spirea van houteii. 
It is 
beautiful in 
flower, 
graceful at all 
times, 
healthy, free 
from insects, 
hardy and easily grown. 


Many 
flowering 
plants 
can 
be 
grown with little or no trouble. 
The 
tiger lily is hardy and takes care of 
itself. 
Perennial phlox, the peony. 
Iris, etc., require little attention after 
planting, 
A few vines often add a 
touch of a»lbrnment that nothing else 
can. 
The native bittersweet and VIi*- 
ginia creeper are good as is also the 
wild grape. 
The clematis and ci'im- 
son rambler rose are flowering climb- 
ers that give good satisfaction.—E. 
R. Garner, in Iowa Agriculturist.

LOG BOOKS OF 


ROMANTIC INTEREST 


Ralph D. Paine is contributing to 
the Outing Magazine an 
attractive 
series of articles on "Old Salem Ships 
and Sailors," having to do with the 
time when that Massachusetts town 
was America's busiest and most wide- 
ly known port. 
In the old log books 
in tne library of Essex Institute he 
found a most fertile vein of true ro- 
mance and queer fact bearing upon 
the development of American com- 
merce just after the Revolution. 
In 
a recent Issue he says 'of this rich 
source of Information: 


''Almost 
one thousand 
of these 
logs and eea-journals are stored in 
a room of the Essex Institute, com- 
prising many more than this number 
of voyages made between 1750 and 
1890, a period of a century and a half 
which 
included the 
most brilliant 
epoch of American sea life. 
Priva- 
teer, sealer, whaler and 
merchant- 
man, there they rest, row after row 
of canvas-covered books, filled with 
the day's work of as fine a race of 
seamen as ever sailed blue 
water; 
from the log of the tiny schooner 
Hopewell on a voyage to the West 
Indies amid perils of swarming pi- 
rates 
and 
privateers, a 
generation 
before the Revolution, down to the 
log of the white-winged Mindoro, of 
the Manila fleet, which squared away 
her yards for the last time only fif- 
teen years ago. 


"There Is no other collection of 
Americana which can so vividly re- 
call a vanished era and make it live 
again as these hundreds upon hun- 
dreds 
of ancient 
log-books. 
They 
are 
complete, 
final, 
embracing as 
they do the rise, the high-tide, tho 
ebb and the vanishing of the com- 
merce of Salem, the whole story of 
those vikings of deep-water 
enter- 
prise 
who 
dazzled 
the 
maritime 
world."

It is a veritable 
agricultural scourge, attacking and 
destroying hops, vines, clover, peas, 
tomatoes and many other kinds of 
agricultural produce. 
Once having 
founds its way into any district, it is 
most difficult to get rid of, and con­ 
stitutes a permanent source of anx­ 
iety to the farmer. 
Cutting down, 
burning and poison have all been 
tried with unsatisfactory results.—- 
London Globe.

In improving the surroundings of 
the country home, nothing elaborate 
Is recommended. 
The original out­ 
lay in time and money need not be 
large and the cost of maintenance, 
if the scheme is a Buccess, will be 
next to nothing. A very simple treat­ 
ment will accord best with the pur­ 
pose of the plan and the lives of the 
people to be benefited. 
Farmers are 
busy people and nothing that is going 
to interfere with the more important 
operations of the farm is to be con­ 
sidered. 


Planning the Lawn, Grounds and 


Fencing. 


The lawn, or houseyard, as it Is 
called to distinguish it from the barn­ 
yard, is the first consideration. 
It i3 
the foundation of the whole thing 
and on it is built the entire plan. 
It 
can be as large as the owner desires, 
but should include at least one acre 
of ground. Grading may, or may not, 
be necessary. 
Good drainage is es­ 
sential and the ground should slope 
away from the house, at least to­ 
wards the road or towards the en­ 
trance to the ground. It is quite im­ 
portant that the lawn be inclosed if 
the best results are to be secured. 
Woven wire is neat and strong and 
will keep out poultry as well as 
cattle and hogs. 
If the lawn or any 
portion 
of it needs 
seeding, the 
ground can be stirred in the spring 
and oats, timothy and clover sown. 
Blue grass and white clover will soon 
come in if there is any growing near, 
or they can be sown after the clover 
and timothy 
form a sod. 
In spots 
where there is much wear, it may 
be advisable to lay sod, but this is 
usually only necessary over limited 
areas. 


Where 
the residence 
is already 
built, the question of its location is 
settled and the plan must be made 
to conform to it to a large ettent. 
In selecting a position for a new 
house, it is generally best to locate it 
about the centre of the grounds and 
facing the main road or entrance. 


The Making of a Picture. 


Planting about the place calls for 
considerable ingenuity, but it gives 
an opportunity for a display of taste 
and individuality. 
By following a 
few general principles, no one will go 
far wrong and the changes can be 
easily made when desired, except in 
case of trees. 
The object in planting 
should be to make a picture. 
The 
house is naturally the centre about 
which the trees and shrubs are to be 
planted to show it to best advantage. 
There must be a good background. If 
the background is a solid block of a 
single variety, a few trees of a dif­ 
ferent habit may be planted to give 
variety and a more natural effect. 
No 
trees should be planted near 
enough to shade the house, as sun­ 
shine must have free entrance in the 
Interest of health. 


IIow to Arrange the Trees For Best 


Effcct. 


In front, a few trees may be set 
to good advantage. 
Several irregu­ 
lar groups with perhaps one or two 
good specimens set singly will be 
sufficient 
ordinarily. 
They, should 
not break up the expanse of green 
sward, as the chief element of beauty 
in a lawn is the large open space 
(or spaces if the grounds are large), 
but be grouped about the edge. 
The 
breaks between these groups admit of 
different views from the house and 
provide a variety of aspects as it is 
approached. 
If trees of size are al­ 
ready present, they can be left in 
part as a rule. 
If any seem out of 
harmony, they should come out at 
once, or be left only until others can 
be started to take their places. Trees 
can be selected to harmonize with the 
home. 
Low growing trees of spread­ 
ing. habit match the low rambling 
house, while those of upright growth 
go with 
the buildings 
of greater 
height. 
Birches, white elm, red oak, 
green ash and hackberry are reliable 
trees of fairly rapid growth. 
White 
oak and hard maple are fine trees but 
rather 
slow 
growing. 
Among the 
conifers, Black Hill spruce, Austrian 
pine and the white pine are very de­ 
sirable, 
the last named 
being the 
most valuable but the slowest to ma­ 
ture. 
Flowers and Shrubs and How to Place 


Them. 


The same general principles apply 
to the planting of shrubs and flower­ 
ing plants. 
They, of course, can be 
planted close to the house as long as 
they do not shade the windows and 
can be made to add greatly to the 
beauty of the home. About the lawn, 
they appear to the best advantage in 
clumps of solid or mixed species and 
occupy an intermediate position be­ 
tween the grass and the trees. 


A portion of the shrubbery should 
be selected for its winter effect. Bar­ 
berry, dogwood, Japanese rose and 
wahoo are desirable on this account. 
All the shrubs planted should be 
hardy in the locality. 
Many native 
plants can be used and often give 
better results than introduced sorts. 
One of the most meritorious shrubs 
known for any locality is the bridal 
wreath or Spirea van houteii. 
It is 
beautiful in flower, graceful at all 
times, 
healthy, free 
from insects, 
hardy and easily grown. 


Many 
flowering plants 
can be 
grown with little or no trouble. 
The 
tiger lily is hardy and takes care of 
itself. 
Perennial phlox, the peony, 
Iris, etc., require little attention after 
planting. 
A few vines often add a 
touch of .iribrnment that nothing else 
can. 
The native bittersweet and Vir­ 
ginia creeper are good as is also the 
wild grape. 
The clematis and crim­ 
son rambler rose are flowering climb­ 
ers that give good satisfaction.— E. 
R. Garner, in Iowa Agriculturist.

Crane For Handling Kails. 


A rapid method of handling rails 


by power has been recently worked 
out by T. J. "Wyche, division engi- 
neer of the Western Pacific Railway. 
Raiis to be forwarded to the track 
laying gang are generally handled 
by band, the work being slow and 
dangerous. 
By Mr. "Wyche's method 


the rails are lifted from the pile in 
the material yard and landed upon 
the flatcar, seven or eight at a time.

THE DEED OP A HERO. 


Not all the courage of war is ex- 
pended on the battle-field. 
A man 
died lately in Calcutta who performed 
deed which contributed greatly to 
save the Indian Empire, At that time, 
in 1857, he was a mere lad, employed 
as an assistant in the telegraph ser- 
vice. 
His name was W. 
Brendish, 
and he sent, at the risk of bis life, 
despatch from Delhi to 
Umballa, 
which bore the first news of the out- 
break. 
This 
message, repeated 
to 
every (own which could be reached, 
proved of priceless value. 
Colonel 
Edward Vibart, In his "Sepoy Mu- 
tiny," tells the story of how, to quote 
the judicial commissioner of the Pun- 
jab, "the electric telegraph saved In- 
dia." 


It was the custom to close the tele- 
graph offices on Sunday between the 
hours of 9 and 4. 
On May 10, 1857, 
as the operator at Delhi was about 
to close his station, he received 
a 
message from the Meerut office an- 
nouncing an uprising in that section. 
At 4 o'clock, when the office was re- 
opened, 
connections 
with 
Meerut 
were found to be interrupted. 


The telegraph force at Delhi con- 
sisted of tb3 chief and two young 
assistants, Brendish and Pilkington. 
The office wai^ 'situated outside of the 
city, about a mile from the gates. 


On discovering the break in the 
connections, the chief sent the two 
lads to test the cable across the river. 
They found that they could signal 
to Delhi, but not to Meerut, and re- 
ported the fact on their return. 
It 
was too late to do anything 
that 
night, but 
the next 
morning Mr. 
Todd, the chief, went out himself to 
investigate the line. 
He never re- 
turned, and although his fate is un- 
known, there is little doubt that he 
was murdei'ed. 


The office was thus left in charge 
of the two lads. 
Signs of trouble be- 
gan to 
be evident close 
at hand. 
Brendish, 
stepping 
from 
the 
door, 
met a wounded officer, who cried to 
him, "For God's sake get Inside and 
close your doors!" 


The revolt crept closer and closer. 
The boys felt that their lives were in 
dang er; 
soon they became sure of 
it.

101. At the operation a captain who 
was present said: “ Why torture him 
further? 
It would be as well to dig 
one grave for all of the man as for 
part of him.** 


A few days after the operation, 
when he had strength enough to 
speak, the sick man said, VI am a 
countryman of Carnegie, but I have 
not his wealth. 
If I caunot pay you 
missionaries for saving my life the 
Lord will repay you, and if any of 
my claims turn out, I hope to do so 
myself.” 
This man is still with us, 
well, but crippled. 
We have applied 
the $20 the Christian Herald read­ 
ers sent us on his account, and we 
assure you that your wish that God 
might bless the gift, the distributor 
and the beneficiaries, has already had 
its fulfilment, and we trust that the 
blessing of the Lord may be the por­ 
tion of the benevolent giver also.—•

THE DEED OF A HERO. 


Not all the courage of war is ex­ 
pended on the battle-field. 
A man 
died lately in Calcutta who performed 
a deed which contributed greatly to 
save the Indian Empire. At that time, 
in 1857, he was a mere lad, employed 
as an assistant in the telegraph ser­ 
vice. 
His name was W. Brendish, 
and he sent, at the risk of his life, 
a despatch from Delhi to Umballa, 
which bore the first news of the out­ 
break. 
This message, repeated to 
every town which could be reached, 
proved of priceless value. 
Colonel 
Edward Vibart, in his “Sepoy Mu­ 
tiny/' tells the story of how, to quote 
the judicial commissioner of the Pun­ 
jab, “the electric telegraph saved In­ 
dia/* 


It was the custom to close the tele­ 
graph offices on Sunday between the 
hours of 9 and 4. 
On May 10, 1857, 
as the operator at Delhi was about 
to close his station, he received a 
message from the Meerut office an­ 
nouncing an uprising in that section. 
At 4 o’clock, when the office was re­ 
opened, 
connections 
with 
Meerut 
were found to be interrupted. 


The telegraph force at Delhi con­ 
sisted of tlv3 chief and two young 
assistants, Brendish and Pilkington. 
The office wa£ situated outside of the 
city, about a mile from the gates. 


On discovering the break in the 
connections, the chief sent the two 
lads to test the cable across the river. 
They found that they could signal 
to Delhi, but not to Meerut, and re­ 
ported the fact on their return. 
It 
was too late to do anything that 
night, but 
the next 
morning Mr. 
Todd, the chief, went out himself to 
investigate the line. 
He never re­ 
turned, and although his fate is un­ 
known, there is little doubt that he 
was murdered. 


The office was thus left in charge 
of the two lads. 
Signs of trouble be­ 
gan to 
be evident close 
at hand. 
Brendish, stepping from the door, 
met a wounded officer, who cried to 
him, “For God’s sake get Inside and 
close your doors!” 


The revolt crept closer and closer. 
The boys felt that their lives were in 
danger; soon they became sure of 
it. 
But before they fled to a placa 
of comparative safety they waited to 
send out to the Indian world the 
news of the revolt. 


Brendish ticked out the message 
which caused Sir Edward to say: 
“Look 
at the 
courage of that 
little boy! 
With shot falling all 
round him, he stayed to manipulate 
the message that was the means of 
saving the Punjab/* 


The government rewarded Bren­ 
dish for his services by giving him a 
life pension, and the other day the 
old man died in the India he had 
helped to preserve. 


AMAZING SOMNAMBULISM. 


In a hospital in Birmingham, Eng­ 
land, is 
a 
patient 
whose strange 
powers have attracted wide attention 
there and have been submitted to 
eminent psychologists here. 
The pa­ 
tient is a music teacher, whose habit 
of walking in her sleep had devel­ 
oped so far as to alarm her family. 
She became in fact a confirmed som* 
nambulist, and this strange develop­ 
ment caused much sorrow and no 
little uneasiness 
to her 
relatives. 
They sent her to the hospital in the 
hope that it might be cured. 
She 
was allowed to do as she chose, but 
was kept under observation while her 
case 
Mras 
studied. 
She habitually 
left her bed after three or four hours 
and busied herself in various ways, 
including descending into the music 
room and playing the piano, tuning 
a violin and fitting new strings to it, 
and crocheting. 
Her most remark­ 
able feats, however, were reading and 
writing in the dark. 
This develop­ 
ment is extremely rare in somnam­ 
bulistic cases. 
If there was even a 
faint artificial light in the room she 
would avoid it and go over to the 
darkest corner, where she would read, 
study and write letters. When awake 
she has no recollection of having been 
reading or writing. 
An examination 
of her eyes reveals no reason for 
her being able to see in the dark. 
Her condition is obviously abnormal, 
but it is an indication that the human 
personality, in spite of the theories 
of materialists, is gifted with powers 
of which we have no conception in 
our present state!—rChristian Herald.

A rapid method of handling rails 
by power has been recently worked 
out by T. J. Wyche, division engi­ 
neer of the Western Pacific Railway.

By Mr. Wyche’s method 
the rails are lifted from the pile in 
the material yard and landed upon 
the flatcar, seven or eight at a time, 
with a locomotive derrick or crane of 
the “Big City** type, such as is com­ 
monly used in railway coaling ser­ 
vice or for lifting heavy castings 
around the shops. The equipment can 
be used with equal facility in unload­ 
ing rails from car to pile.
